whereof healledgeth Apoc.16._And men blaſphemed God which hath power oner 
theſe plagues, And alittle after, And blaſphemed the God of heauen for their paines 
and for their ſores, Andtothe ſame effec alſo inthe end of the C hapter, ta 
helaboureth with tooth and naile (at leaſtwiſe in ſhew) to withdraw them from - 
this finne, "ws unding ſundry examples of Gods fearefull indgements 
which have befallen {wearers and blaſphemers ; asthat when cenaine gameſters 
at Mantua brake forth into blaſt phemy againſt our bleſſed Saujour 
on rhe table.

I grant(T ſay)that foraſmuch asthis doughtie deuotionisborowed 
from the heathen, the word inceſt, whereby they were wont toexprefle ſuch a 
ſlippery tricke commirted ener Koleny 2-5 be kept, and that (to ſpeake as 
heathen do) it maybe called inceſt : but I deniethar he. thardefileth a Nurine isa 
facrilegious perſon;to ſpeake as Chriſtians do.For hereuponrit would follow;thar 
ſuch virginitie ſhould be a holy conſecrated things» and tothe end: it might be 
holy nd! conlecrate, neceſlary iris, that either God'or the Saint to whom ir was 
vowed,conſecrated or dedicated,ſhould declare by ſolemne couenanrand ſtipu- 
lation that he did acceptthereof. But how can they acceprofthatar the hands of 
a Nunne,which ſhe cannot giue £ Or whatreaſon is there ſhe ſhould offer that,to 
which (he hath noright? Andifcontinencie bea ſpeciallgiftof God ,; how can 
any votary vow perpertuall virginitie eitherto God'or the Saints, withoura war- 
rant from him ſo todo7To conclude then,certaine itis thathe thatknowerhſuch 
2 vow of virginitie and fingle life ro bebut anabuſe,and conſequently thata Nun 
is no moreholy then woman , ifhe defloure her,hecommiteth neither 
facriledge nor inceſt: whereas being otherwiſe perfwaded he committethboth,in

Another difficultie remaines to bedif= 
cuſſed,, viz. whether a holy Monke hauing defloureda holy Nunne, ought tobe 
accuſed therof or not?Burleauing the deciding ofthis queſtion to the next Coun. 
cell;I will onely adde this one thing, thatourkind are not (it ſcemes) 
of this opinion , conſidering what ſmall conſcience they make hereof. The like I 
mayſay of thoſe who were wont to lodge Nunsneare vnto Monkes,that(as good 
fellows ſpeake)the barne might beneare the thraſhers, How euer it be,it appeareth 
plainly by that which hath benealledged out of Pontanz , that Nunneries were 
little better then ſtewes in the time of the former Preachers. =o * 
Touching theſinne againſt nature(of which] ſpeake remembring my former 
proteſtation ) we haue examples cuen ofthoſetimes . For the forclaid Powtanue 
writcth'of a Brittan whohad the companie of an Afſe, whileſt the French King 
Charles the ga held Naples, - , bil 
It were allo caſie toalledge moderne examples of wiues murthering their huſ- 
bands and husbands ther wiues:2s alſo of brethren and neareſt kinſmen embrew- 
ingtheir hands in oneanothers bloud: and of children murthering their parents, 
and parents their children, though this be morerare then'the former, When hu. 
bands murther their wiues;or wives their husbands, they doit(for the moſt part) 
of ſpite or rather rage and madneſſe cauſed by breach of wedlocke, For as hiſto. 
ties make mention of diuers men who at the veryinſtant, and i» ipſ fatto (as 
weſay) hauetaken reuenge of their wiues who had played falſe with them ; So 
they make report of women, who for the ſamereaſon haue wreaked their malice 
vpontheir husbands, ſame by poiſon , others by other meanes ; as wereadein 
Baptiſia Fulgoſius of a woman neare to Narbonne who in the night cutoff herhuſ- 
bands priuities becauſe he had defiled the marriage bed. Notwithſtanding the oc- 
cafionof ſome murthers proceeds from both parties, defiring to enioy theirvn- 
law:ullluſts wich greater libertie. The cauſe of fratricide,or murthers committed 
by one brother vpon another ariſe for the moſt part from hence, in that they can- 
not agree whether of them ſhould remaine abſolute Lord, and ſo are enforcedto 
decidetheirrightby dint of ſword , whereof we haue very auncient examples in 
therwo Theban brethren, Eteocles and Polynices,in Rhemus and Romulus, in CAr- 
texerxesand Cyrus:and in the age laſt paſt(wherewithT compare the preſent)there 
was ſuch hot bickering at Twn# in Africa betweene two brethren for the crowne, | 
that they did not only kill one another in the quarrel, but alſo maſſacred their chil- 
dren and offpring,as Pontanwteſtifieth, But hiſtoriesaffoord vs moe examples of 
ſt uch as have murthered their brethren ypon light occaſions, by treaſonor other= 
wile, when once they had them onthe hip, eſpecially of 1taljans, as Yolaterran re- 
porteth of Anthome Cuſiognore, who ſlue Bartholmew hisbrother, tothe end he 
mightenioy the Dukedome of Yerons, which was deuided betweene them by 
their farhers will. Inlike manner how one Pinus Ordelaphus vpon the like occaſion 
{lue his brother Francisand baniſhed his children. As alſo how Francis and Lewis 
ſonne of Guide Gonzagua Duke of Mantua {luetheir brother Ygolin (pretending 
to make good cheareat a ſupper, to which they had inuited him) becauſe their fa- 
ther hadleft him ſole heire of theſPukedome, Moreouer we reade of one Periner 
Fregoſa Duke of Genoa, who ſlue his brother Nicholas, having him inicalouſie

Whereof IrememberT haue read a memorable example in Eraſmuhis book 
dc Lingua,of Pope Inline the ſecond his Embaſſadour, who by ſpeaking two: or 
three words bewrayed himſelf, arleaſtwiſe gaue occaſion offuſp ition;whichlayd 
the firſt ground of his detection. "The ſtory, as I hauerranſlated it out of Latin,is 
this. During mine abode in England,there came an /tahantotheCourt,ſent as 
Embaſſadour from Pope 1u{i«s the 2.to moue the King to war againſt the Frenchz 
Who after he had deliuered his embaſſage before the Kings priuy Coiincell, an- 
fiver was made him , that his Maieſtic was for hispart willing an arg EL 
to his Maſters motion;but that it was not ſo ealtea mattertoleuic ſuch forces vp6 
the ſodaine, as wherewith he might encounter ſo puiſſantaPrincez confidering 
that England by reaſon of long peace had nor benc enured eo the warres: In an- 
ſwer wherunto,a word eſcaped him, which he might well haue kept ingfor he ſaid 
he had told the Popeas much long ſince:which made the Lords of the Councell 
ſuſpe that (notwithſtanding he were the Popes Embaſſadour) he fauoured the 
French faction; whtndoaedes watched him fo well;that they found him con- 
ferring by night with the French Embaſfador: for which fa& he was comitted to 
iſon, and had all his goods confiſcare.” Howbeitif he had fallen into: the Popes 
ds,it would haue coſt him not only his linelihovd; bur alſo his life. Now theſe 
words (ſo fotriſhly ſpoken by the Embaſſadour) gaue King Henry occalionto has 
ſten the warres: whereas ifhe had concealed and kept them ro himſelfe, he might 
ps haueaccorded both Princes,and ſerthemarvnitie. Thisis the ſtory as E- 
raſmus relates it, ſpeaking ofit as ofanaccident which fell outduring his abode in 
England, and therefore might haue certaine intelligence thereof, eſpecially con- 
ſidering his great credit inthe Kings Court.

» asareſicke, androthe healthfull I can giue long life without ſickneſſe. Therefore 
» the Macedonians whichare living are thy ſubies;bur thoſe that ſhal live, are mine. 
» Forl Iupiter give them life. To this King Philip anſwered very fitly and finely in; 
a word;which being tranſlated into Engliſh,cannot haue the like gracethat ithath 
in Greeke. Forall his Letterwasnothing elſe but a ſalutation,whichthe Grecians. 
wete wont tovſe when they writtoan "wiſhing them all health ; 3Sif he ſhould 
fy, Philip vnto Menecrates wiſheth all health: there being an equiuocationin the 
urati6,for hereferred that to the health of the mind,which ſeemed to be ſpokE 
(asit is comonly'taken) of the health of the bodie: as though he ſhould haue ſaid, 
This ſhall ſuffice fora full anſwer, thatthy braine is out of temper, But let vs heate 
another manner of brauado vicd by this diuelliſh Phiſition, who would needs be 
called God.For ſeeing none but he(ashimſelfe )could cure certaine diſea« 
fes which were thought to beincurable;he bound his patients, that for the benefit 
of their health once recouered,they ſhould euer after obey and ſerue himas flaues

Some there be that bargaine with 
Apothecaries to keepethe receipts of learned Phiſitians , and to write in euery of 
them for what diſeaſe it was preſcribed. Then,not conſidering whether their pati- 
ents {ickneſſe proceed fromthe like cauſe, whether they be of the ſame tempera- 
ture andage,and keepe the ſame diet ; nay, not reſpedting whether the patient be 
a man ot a womag, cauſe them to ſwallow the ſame pilles, and ro drinke theſame 
potions.Others viethe receipts of ancient Phiſitians, hauing no regardof our cli 
mate and maner of life altogether differing from theirs. Others follow their owne 
appetite in preſcribing their patients adict of ſuch or ſuch meats; ſo that a Philitian 
who naturally loneth or milliketh theſe or theſe meates, will preſcribe them or 
forbid them his patients accordingly. Others againe, being afraid roloſe their te+ * 
paration, preſcribe vary vpon the firſt viewof the vrine, not acking wherofthe 
patient doth complaine : albeit many learned Phifitians acknowledge that amian 
oughtnot to truſt too much tothe criſis of the vrine, butto vſe it onely as ahelp, 
being ioyatly confidered with other ſymptomes, Andif the learned have fmall 
inſight into vrines (as themſclues confeſſe) how skilfull are the ignoranttherein, 
may we thinke Verily weaſſure our ſelues that they haueno ck inthem ar all:

? 2 Butleauingthishiſtory, I proceed tootherexamples of crueltie, nothing 
inferiour rothatin Herodotus, which notwithſtanding 1s thought by many ſoin- 
credible . For where is the man tobe found, who hearing what he reporteth of 
Herpanus, viz. how he was ſerued with the fleſhof his qwne ſonne, and how he 
ate thereof ara feaſt,to which he was inuited by CAftiages King of the Medes (ne- 
uer ſuſpeing he ſhould haue bin ſerued with ſuch a ſawce, nor entertained with 
ſuch a dainty diſh) will not preſently fancy it to be as very a fable asrhat which 
the Poets haucfained of Ltrews, who made his brother T hyeſtes cate his oivrie 
children? Notwithſtanding we findas great cruclties practiſed in theſe dayes; For 
Pontanusreporteth how that certaine Tralians having taken one of a family 'with 
which they were in deadly feud, chopped him forthwith into ſmall peeces]; and
